An Acting Mayor’s Sneaky Acts

“It’s like a father having to return home to 
deal with unruly children,” Brown’s spokes- 
man, P. J. Johnston, said.

swore in two environmentalists to the city’s 
Public Utilities Commission, then announced 
the appointments on official letterhead he 
had drawn up for the occasion. 

Less than 20 minutes later, a Brown aide 
told Daly, 28, that his mayoral powers had 
been revoked. But city attorneys said Daly’s 
power play will be successful unless Brown 
can persuade at least eight of San Francisco’s 
11 supervisors to reject the appointees, (ap) 


Countrywide sweep targets 
billion- dollar discount store 

LITTLE ROCK, ARK. | Federal agents raided 
Wal-Mart’s headquarters and 60 of its stores 
across the country Thursday, arresting more 
than 300 illegal workers in an immigration 
crackdown at the world’s biggest retailer. 

The workers were members of cleaning 
crews hired by outside contractors, but fed- 
eral law enforcement officials who spoke on 
the condition of anonymity said Wal-Mart 
had direct knowledge of the immigration 
violations. They cited recordings of meetings 
and conversations among Wal-Mart execu- 
tives, managers and contractors. 

“We have seen no evidence of this from 
the INS, and, if that turns out to be true, we 
will cooperate fully with law enforcement 
officials,” Wal-Mart spokeswoman Mona 
Williams said. 

The workers were arrested as they fin- 
ished their night shifts at Wal-Mart stores in 
21 states, including Virginia and Maryland. 
Agents also hauled away several boxes of doc- 
uments from an executive’s office at Wal- 
Mart headquarters in Bentonville. 

An employer can face civil and crimi- 
nal penalties for knowingly hiring illegal 
immigrants or failing to comply with cer- 
tain employee recordkeeping regulations. 

The arrested workers were detained at 
local immigration offices. Those who had no 
criminal record were released with instruc- 
tions to appear before immigration judges.

After 20 Years, Beirut Scars Remain 


Families, colleagues 
remember 241 soldiers 
killed in ‘83 bombing 

JACKSONVILLE, N.C. | As a crowd 
milled around him early Thursday, 
Jeff Nashton’s mind went back to a 
morning in Beirut 20 years earlier. 

He was a Marine lance corporal 
assigned to the 1st Battalion, 8th 
Marines. The day began with “a big 
red flash and darkness.” 


Nashton was lucky — he sur- 
vived a terrorist truck bomb that 
killed 241 Marine, Navy and Army 
service members. 

On the 20th anniversary of the 
attack, Nashton, of Rome, N.Y., 
joined hundreds of survivors, 
relatives and other veterans and 
friends to honor the victims and 
others who died in peacekeeping 
efforts in Beirut in the 1980s. 

At 6 a.m. Thursday, a crowd of 
about 500 people gathered at the 


Camp Lejeune memorial to light 
candles and listen as veterans and 
family members read the names 
of victims. 

“It’s a very sacred day,” said 
Danny Wheeler, a Navy chaplain 
who was trapped for 5 1/2 hours 
in the barracks’ rubble. 

Anniversary services have been 
held annually at Camp Lejeune since 
1986, when The Beirut Memorial 
was dedicated at the base gates.

Investigation into 
CIA leak extends to 
State, Defense Depts. 

WASHINGTON | The FBI has inter- 
viewed more than three dozen Bush 
administration officials, including 
political adviser Karl Rove and press 
secretary Scott McClellan, in its 
investigation into the leak of an 
undercover CIA officer’s identity. 

The interviews have extended 
beyond the White House to other 
government agencies. The Defense 
and State departments and the CIA 
itself also are part of the probe. 

The focus, however, remains on 
the White House, two law enforce- 
ment officials said on condition of 
anonymity. While the initial, infor- 
mal interviews have yielded no 
major breaks, the FBI is satisfied 
that the dozen agents assigned to 
the probe are making progress and 
have not encountered any stalling 
tactics, the officials said Thursday. 

So far, no grand jury subpoenas 
have been issued, they said. 

Boxloads of documents have 
been forwarded to the FBI team. 


including White House phone logs 
and e-mails. More documents are 
being produced, as the contents 
of individual items sometimes 
lead agents to request additional 
materials, one official said. 

Investigators want to know 
who leaked the name of Valerie 
Flame, an undercover CIA officer, 
to syndicated columnist Robert 
Novak in July. Flame is married 
to former Ambassador Joseph C. 
Wilson, who has said he believes 
his wife’s identity was disclosed 
to discredit his assertions that the 
Bush administration exaggerated 
Iraq’s nuclear capabilities to build 
the case for war. 

Leaking of classified informa- 
tion, such as an undercover officer’s 
name, is a criminal offense.

No Ricin Contamination Found in S.C. 


COLUMBIA, S.C. I A South Carolina 
postal facility was closed and tested 
for the poison ricin after a vial was 
found inside an envelope, but FBI 
officials said Thursday there were 
no signs of contamination. 

FBI spokeswoman Kathleen 
Murphy said the investigation was 
continuing Thursday. 


The envelope carried the type- 
written message “caution-Ricin-poi- 
son” on the outside, according to the 
Greenville County Sheriff’s Office. 

The letter contained a warning 
that large amounts of ricin would 
be dumped into drinking reser- 
voirs if the federal government did 
not change a rule requiring truck- 


ers to rest after 10 hours on the road, 
said a senior law enforcement official 
speaking on condition of anonymity. 

Officials said it was unlikely the 
letter’s author could carry through 
on that threat. Thousands of pounds 
of ricin would be necessary to con- 
taminate water supplies and expo- 
sure to chemicals used in water 
treatment would probably render 
the ricin harmless, (ap)

Wash. Residents Clean

HAMILTON, WASH. | Onlytwoofthe 
10 rivers that washed away homes in 
western Washington remained over 
flood stage Thursday as residents 
started mopping up the mess. 

The Skagit and Skokomish rivers 
were expected to be back within their 
banks by late in the day, and only 
scattered rain and fog was forecast.

Trickle in for Iraq 


Countries that opposed 
war remain relucant 
to bear rebuilding cost 

MADRID, SPAIN I International 
donors were lining up to announce 
millions, though not billions, in 
pledges for Iraq after hearing dire 
accounts on Thursday of hungry 
children, hordes of squatters and 
angry men prone to terrorism. 

But as a two -day conference on 
rebuilding Iraq began, organizers 
again declined to say how much 
might be raised toward the $36 bil- 
lion the World Bank says it needs. 


A senior European official 
reminded the United States that 
countries that opposed the war 
are hardly eager to pick up the bill. 
“You cannot expect European tax- 
payers ... to feel terribly enthusiastic 
about spending a large amount of 
money in Iraq,” EU External Affairs 
Commissioner Chris Patten said. 

So far, Japan has pledged $1.5 
billion for 2004, South Korea 
has agreed to $200 million, and 
Canada, $150 million. Spain 
pledged $300 million, Britain 
$439 million. Smaller pledges came 
Thursday from Sweden, Belgium 
and the Philippines, (ap)

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I Iran gave the 
U.N. nuclear watchdog a dossier 
meant to dispel fears it is trying to 
make atomic bombs, but a Tehran 
envoy acknowledged Thursday the 
files omitted key information about 
a bomb -making ingredient found 
in the country. 

Ali Akbar Salehi, Iran’s chief del- 
egate to the International Atomic 
Energy Agency, suggested that the 
dossier did not specify the origin of 
traces of highly enriched weapons- 
grade uranium found in his country 
by agency experts. 


Iran insists the traces, found in 
environmental samples, were inad- 
vertently imported on equipment 
meant to generate electricity and 
says it does not know where the 
equipment originated because it 
was purchased through third 
parties.

Caller Awaits Sniper Reward Money 


MYERSVILLE, M D . | The first 911 call 
failed for lack of a strong cellular 
signal. So did the second. 

At last, Whitney Donahue got 
a connection and told police that a 
dark blue Chevrolet Caprice linked 
to the Washington-area sniper 
shootings was at a highway rest 
stop in western Maryland. 

His persistence that night a year 
ago Friday led to the arrests of two 


suspects. But it hasn’t paid off in 
reward money, which authorities 
say won’t be distributed until the 
trials of John Allen Muhammad 
and Lee Boyd Malvo are over. 

Donahue may be in line for the 
$500,000 reward but “in all likeli- 
hood it will go to more than one per- 
son,” said Donna Bigler, a spokes- 
woman for Montgomery County.

The ‘Scary Movie’ 
franchise finally gets 
the formula right 

F I L M I “Scary Movie 3” is thankful- 
ly a sequel in title only. The first 
entry was an amusing send-up of 
Dimension Films’ “Scream” mov- 
ies, but the second was a gross- 
out comedy that was more gross 
than funny. 

For this one, Dimension brought 
in spoof-master David Zucker 
(“Airplane! ,” etc.) to direct and his 
frequent collaborators Craig Mazin 
and Pat Proft to write the script. The 
result features lots of knockabout 
physical comedy in its wacky satire 
of popular pictures like “The Ring,” 
“Signs,” “The Matrix Reloaded,” “8 
Mile,” “The Others” and more. The 
result is consistently entertaining 
and frequently hilarious, the vio- 
lence of the slapstick so cartoonish 
that it does not spoil the fun. 

The only star of the first two in 
the “Scary Movie” series retained for 
the third is Anna Paris, and what a 
smart move that was. Her Barbie - 
doll looks are perfect for playing 
a Washington, D.C., airhead TV 
reporter looking for a hard-news 



story to promote during sweeps 
— only to come up with a deluge 
of alien invaders, killer videotapes, 
mysterious crop circles and more, all 
imaginatively interconnected. 

It’s not necessary to have seen all 
the movies spoofed to enjoy “Scary 


Movie 3,” but the more one has seen, 
the merrier the effect. For example, 
Charlie Sheen is the beleaguered 
farmer whose cornfields are sud- 
denly afflicted by ominous crop 
circles. 

Simon Rex plays Sheen’s broth- 


er, a wannabe rapper who actually 
scores at a black D.C. club. Rex’s 
decidedly dim George becomes a

Death Becomes Her 


FILM I No disrespect intended, but 
you may never be happier to see a 
lead character carted out of her 
home feet first than you will with 
“Sylvia.” 

“Sylvia,” with Gwyneth Paltrow 
in the title role of the suicidal poet 
Sylvia Plath, presents a woman so 
unswervingly bound for death by 
her own hand that her terrible jour- 
ney ends up feeling monotonous and 
her actual suicide anti- climatic. 

No one expects a trip to Disney 
World in a biopic about Plath.

Only early on, with Plath’s whirl- 
wind romance and marriage in 1956 
to future British poet laureate Ted 
Hughes (Daniel Craig), does “Sylvia” 
rise above a suicide watch. Here, 
Paltrow and Craig capture moments 
of passion — and the few signs of a 
poet’s soul “Sylvia” possesses — as 
they engage in speed recitations 
with friends or float by boat along 
a stream, with Plath calling lines of 
Chaucer in Middle English to cows

A Universal 
Explanation 


Scientist Brian Greene 
unknots the string 
theory for us lay folk 

SCIENCE I What could account for 
how the universe ticks? Could it be 
love? Money? Or, maybe, infini- 
tesimal quivering strands whose 
vibration patterns define all the 
universe’s forces and matter? 

That last one is the now-in- 
vogue Theory of Everything, oth- 
erwise known as string theory. And 
now Brian Greene, long absorbed in 
the quest to tie up all its loose ends, 
has tackled a challenge almost as 
impressive: He helps viewers under- 
stand what string theory is. 

One of the world’s leading physi- 
cists, Greene untangles strings in 
a mind- expanding “NOVA” called 
“The Elegant Universe,” based on 
his 1999 best seller of the same 
title. It airs on PBS Tuesday from 
8 to 10 p.m. 

For years a vegan, Greene is 
lunching on salad at a restaurant 
near Columbia University, where 
he works, as he speaks of myster- 
ies beyond mortal grasp — or are 
they? 

The first moments of “The 
Elegant Universe” find Greene at 
the front door of the Princeton, 
N. J., house where Albert Einstein 
lived and worked. And where, 
with Einstein’s passing a half- 
century ago, he left unfulfilled his 
dream of finding a unified theory 
that could govern everything in the 
universe. 

In his earthshaking theory of 
general relativity, published in 
1916, Albert Einstein argued that 
the three dimensions of space and 
the single dimension of time are 
woven into an orderly, smooth fab- 
ric of “space -time,” against which 
gravity asserts itself like someone 
on a trampoline. 

This was a revolutionary way 
to express the behavior of big and 
heavy objects, such as stars and 
galaxies. 

Then, in the 1920s, another

camp of physicists had a break- 
through they called quantum 
mechanics. This theory proved 
useful at the subatomic level, a 
realm it characterizes as jittery 
and unpredictable. 

But, to put it mildly, the two the- 
ories were at odds. Wanted: An all- 
encompassing formula. 

String theory, Greene says in the 
film, proposes that “everything in 
the universe, from the tiniest par- 
ticle to the most distant star, is 
made from one kind of ingredi- 
ent: unimaginably small, vibrating 
strands of energy called strings.” 

Turns out the subatomic bil- 
liard balls we learned about in 
school might be composed of even 
smaller animated pasta. “As they 
vibrate in a multitude of different 
ways, they are making not notes but 
all the constituents of nature.” 

A sort of “cosmic symphony,” 
string theory can signal a major 
shift in thinking. 

“Sometimes,” grins Greene, now 
casting an eye at his meal, “I ask 
myself why am I vegan? My salad 
is just little strings vibrating in one 
particular way. If they were vibrat- 
ing a different way, my lunch would 
be something else.” frazier moore

I am enjoying 
my transition into television, host- 
ing “Topic A” for CNBC. 

Do you ever censor yourself before 
writing something snarky about a 
famous friend? In other words, is it 
possible to write a truly honest col- 
umn about the New York elite with- 
out risking your membership in it? 

There is always a way to make 
sharp observations that doesn’t 
involve individual betrayals. I don’t 
want to write a gossip column. More 
like commentary with some edge.
